Whereever primaries are held, 
either east or west, the people go out 
of thelf way to vote for Johnson. The 
safe conservative Republican leaders 
complain that the elements of unrest 
are uniting on him to ruin the coun¬ 
try. It has been pointed out that 
these dangerous elements are those 
who have been recruited by the Re¬ 
publican party for the purpose of roll¬ 
ing up a majority for some safe and 
sane man, and that If the lire has 
gotten a little out of hand, the Re¬ 
publican leaders are responsible for 
the conflagration.

United States senator. He reminded 
them that bis period of office as gov¬ 
ernor bad been one of loss to him, 
and that he had looked forward to 
returning to the practice of law, but 
after consulting with friends be had 
decided to make.the campaign, and 
he asserted, that If lie did not have 
the money of Mr. Cracker, Mr. de 
Young, and the millionaire crowd, 
he had something that they did not 
have, namely the confidence and re¬ 
spect of the great mass of the people 
of California. 

He walked 
away with the nomination by some 
one hundred and eighty thousand 
majority, and In the general election 
while Wilson carried tl»e state by 
3773, Johnson carried it by a majority

The sugar kettle was 
the only article of commerce that en¬ 
tered into the sugar manufacture In 
them days, and these articles were 
considered of such importance that 
they took a place iff tlie wIN and the 
rllle gun and the sugar kittles were 
disposed of In as solemn a manner as 
the farm Itself. Look at the old 
wills and see how generally the sugar 
kittles are mentioned. 

The maple sugar business properly 
belongs to the north, and there is not 
much sugar made as far south.as we 
are, but the altitude of these moun¬ 
tains overcomes the latitude to such 
an extent that It Is tolerably certain 
that there will lie a few days at the 
least every year for making sugar- 
The tree Is very sensitive, so much so 
that a Mow may be secured from pne 
side of a tree and nothing frpm the 
other. 

The Indians were making tree su¬ 
gar when this country was discovered 
by the white people, and it is purely 
an Indian invention. In February, 
In the Indian towns, the provisions 
had always run low. Then the 
squaws got ready to make sugar. 
They could pick certain elm tree* 
from which the hark would slip, and 
with an Ingenious spud made of a 
crooked stick, they took-off sections 
of hark from which they mads buck¬ 
ets holding about two gallons each. 
They then would notch the sugar 
trees, the notch sloping down, and at 
the bottom.they stuck a tomahawk. 
In tl'e hole thus made they placed a I 
chip which carried the sap away 
from the tree so that it could be cob 
lect&l In the bucket. They made 
larger buckets to carry tlie sap and 
they made vats bolding as much as
